The polls will be open at said 
place and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 
6:00 o’clock in the afternoon for the reception of your 
ballots under the Australian Ballot Laws; furthermore, 
you are hereby warned that on said date and place, at 
9:30 o’clock in the forenoon, the matters of appropria- 
tions and such other business properly coming before 
said meeting will be taken up for your consideration 
and action. » 

Article 1.* To choose by ballot the following town 
officers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town 
treasurer, and two auditors. 

Article 2.* To choose by ballot the following town 
officers for the ensuing three years: one Selectmen, one 
library trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. 

Article 3. To see if the town will instruct its Select- 
por to appoint all other town officers as required by.

Article 4. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to defray the following 
town charges for the ensuing year: (1) Town Officers’;

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to purchase 
two new trucks. a. A four (4) wheel drive truck, body, 
plow and wing, and for this purpose to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow upon the note of the town a sum 
not in excess of twelve-thousand five hundred dollars 
($12,500) at such rate of interest and payable at such 
time and place in accordance with Chapter 33 of the 
1955 Revised Statutes Annotated and amendments 
thereto entitled ‘‘Municipal Finance Act,” as the Select- 
men shall decide. 

b. A two (2) wheel drive truck and body and for 
this purpose to authorize the Selectmen to borrow upon 
the note of the town a sum not in excess of seven-thou- 
sand dollars ($7,000) at such rate of interest and pay- 
able at such time and place in accordance with Chapter 
33 of the 1955 Revised Statutes Annotated and amend- 
ments thereto, entitled “Municipal Finance Act,’ as the 
Selectmen shall decide. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to accept as 
a gift that property referred to and described in Ar- 
ticle XXVI of the will of the late Fontie E. Thorpe 
upon the terms and conditions as stated in said article 
of said will, a copy of which is appended hereto. 

I give and devise to the said Town of Northumberland 
my homestead premises at 9 State Street, in said Grove- 
ton village, with all the buildings thereon and lands ap- 
purtenant, which I inherited from my mother, Blanche 
Wilkinson, in memory of my father, Frank H. Wilkin- 
son, and my mother, I give said real estate to said town 
provided, however, it shall always be used for town 
purposes. Under no circumstances shall the town sell 
and convey the whole, or any part, of said real estate. 
Upon acceptance of this gift by the voters at an annual 
meeting, the town shall within ten years after the date 
of my death commence to permanently use the whole of 
said real estate for town purposes. During the mean- 
time the town can let said real estate and use the net 
income for current town expenses. However, if the 
town does not within ten years after the date of my 
death commence to permanently use the whole of said 
real estate for town purposes or after using the same 
for town purposes discontinue to wholly use the same 
for town purposes at any time after ten years after 
the date of my death, then, in either event, this gift 
and devise shall be forfeited. In event of a forfei- 
ture, or if the voters do not accept this gift, then I 
give and devise said real estate to the Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of New Hampshire with 
proceeds for the benefit of St. Mark’s Episcopal Church 
in said Groveton. In event, however, St. Mark’s Church 


has ceased to function, then the proceeds to be used 
for the benefit of Episcopal Churches in the New Hamp- 
shire Diocese. This devise is subject to a lease of part 
of the premises between me and James L. Emery & 
Son which lease expires May 1, 1965. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell all or any part of the real and 
personal property bequeathed and devised to the town 
under the residuary clause of the will of the late Fontie 
E. Thorpe upon such terms and for such price as the 
selectmen may deem most beneficial to the town, the 
proceeds of any such sale to be used in accordance with 
said residuary clause of said will, a copy of which is 
appended hereto. 

The balance, residue and remainder of my estate of 
whatever nature and description, real, personal, or 
mixed, wherever situate which I possessed, or to which 
I shall in any way be entitled at the time of my decease, 
I give, devise and bequeath to the said Town of North- 
umberland for the following purposes, to-wit: 

A. Toward a new library building in Groveton vil- 

lage in said town, and equipping same. 

B. In event a new library building has already been 
constructed then said residue to be applied to- 
ward payment of any long term indebtedness due 
by the town for the construction of said build- 
ing. 

C. Otherwise, for library purposes, as determined 
by the Town’s Library Trustees. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to accept as 

a gift from Groveton Papers Company the Salomon 
house and land appurtenant thereto, said property be- 
ing between Church and State Streets, to be used by 
the town for a public library only. 

Article 9. In the event Article 8 is accepted, to see 
what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the purpose of defraying part of the cost 
of renovation and furnishings for the Salomon house 
library building. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to repair 
the town’s covered bridge and, if so, to raise and ap- 
propriate the necessary money for same. 

Article 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to file in behalf of the town an applica- 
tion (in form and manner required by the United States

CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


In the last year we have made substantial gains for 
warning and protection of the people in the event this 
nation becomes involved in a war with Russia. 

Our Warning System needs the installation of an- 
other cluster of horns that will be located near the 
water tower on the hill. We have the horn clusters but 
they need to be hooked up to our present system by 
mounting them on a pole and a line run to the mill. 

Since we have lost the mill whistle for use in warning 
the people at the village of Northumberland, it is rec- 
ommended that serious thought be given to the pur- 
chase of a cluster and have it installed at the village 
and a telephone line rented to connect it to the same 
unit that operates the Groveton system. This would 
then give almost complete coverage for warning to the 
people of the township. This recommendation for pur- 
chase was not included in the amount asked for in the 
town budget because we thought we might be able to 
use our remaining cluster we now want on the hill, at 
the Northumberland location. This extra cost would be 
$585.00. 

In January we stocked a two week supply of food, 
medical, sanitation and radiological equipment for 617 
persons in our fall-out shelter at the Groveton Papers 
Co. The cost of these supplies was $1,385.00, paid for 
by the Federal Government. As things stand now, we 
hope to be able to acquire by the same procedures, an 
additional supply for 955 more persons. From our popu- 
lation of about 2,500 this leaves us short of supplies for 
about 928 persons and I believe the procedures that 
were set up last November in reference to getting our 
foodstuff from stores to shelter will take care of these 
928 persons. 

We can give radiation protection to at least 3,000 
persons at this location. We are stocking the shelter 
with stoves, lanterns, cots, etc., as we can get them to 
help relieve the hardships that will exist if the use of 
the shelter is needed. 

Xmas carols were played on our warning P.A. system 
and I received many compliments, also a few com- 


plaints. It should be decided at this meeting if they 
should be continued and the hours of playing. 

I wish to thank the men of the turbine room at the 
mill for their help in operating this warning P.A. sys- 
tem, the Public Service Co. linemen for installing the 
lines in a snowstorm, John Knights and Clarence Curtis 
for their help and services on the warning system radios 
and helping to stock the shelter, J.C. Wemyss, Jr. for 
the use of the Company facilities for the shelter, the 
space for storing our supplies, and the many others 
who have accepted responsible duties which will make: 
our C.D. Program work. We would also like to thank 
the townspeople for their cooperation and acceptance 
of this C.D. Program. .

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* HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 

The following Communicable Diseases were re- 
ported to the State Health Department from Groveton 
during the year 1962: 

Infectious Mononucleosis—1; Mumps—140; Strep- 
tococcal Sore Throats—20; Chicken Pox—8; Virus 
Pneumonia—5 ; Bronchopneumonia—9 ; Gonorrhea—1 ; 
Impetigo—8; Infectious Hepatitis—1; Trenchmouth 
—4; Roseola—l. These figures are undoubtedly low 
for several diseases such aS mumps which occurred 
in epidemic form in 1962. Many cases are not reported 
to the Health Officer. Also, the incidence of Strepto- 
coccal Throat was probably higher than reported. 
However, the very low incidence of the more serious 
diseases such as Polio, Meningitis, and Hepatitis, in 
particular, should be noted. 

Several water samples were sent to the State 
Laboratory from Groveton and these were consistently 
free of bacterial contamination, indicating that the 
chlorinating system is functioning properly. 

The appearance of the town in general was im- 
proved during 1962 with the razing of several unsightly 
old buildings and the clearing and grading of lots where 
fires had left partially burned buildings. 

Once again you are reminded that complaints con- 
cerning local public health hazards and nuisances 
should be made in writing to the Public Health Officer, 
and an investigation will be made. Decisions in these 
matters are made according to the local and State 
Health Laws. 

Heavy precipitation during the year once again 
demonstrated the inadequacy of the town sewer system, 
and resulted in the usual flooding of basements, parti- 
cularly along State St. There is nothing that can be 
done to prevent this unless storm drains or a larger 
sewer system is installed to accommodate the extra 
surface water during a heavy shower.
